Third 
or Fourth Schedule shall he sufficient qualifications for en- 
rolemenf on any State Register of Indian Medicine. 

The Central Register of Indian Medicine 

23(1) The Central Council shall came lo be maintained 
in the prescribed manner, a register of practitioners in sepa¬ 
rate parts for each of the system of Indian Medicine to be 
known as the Central Register of Indian Medicine which 
shall contain the names of all persons who are for the 
time heing enrolled on any State Register of Indian Medi¬ 
cine and who possess any of the recognised medical quali¬ 
fications. 


(2) It shall be the duty of the Registrar of the Central 
Council to keep and maintain the Cential Register of Indian 
Medicine in accordance with the provisions of this Act and 
of any orders made by the Central Council, and from time 
to time to revise the register and publish it in the Gazette 
of India and in such other manner as may be prescribed. 

(3) Such register shall he deemed to he a public docu¬ 
ment within the meaning of the Indian F.vidence Act.

Supply of copies of State Register of Indian Medicine 

24. Each Board shall supply to the Central Council three 
printed copies of the State Register of Indian Medicine as 
soon as may be after the commencement of this Act and 
subsequently after the first day of April of each year, and 
each Board shall inform the Central Council without de].tv 
of oil additions to ar-,1 other amendments in the State 
Register of Indian Medicine made from time to time.

Removal of names from the Central R/phlttr of Indian

the lime being in force in tuiy State, the Central Council 
shall direct the removal of the name of such person from

(7) Where the name of any person has been removed 
from a Suite Rcei 'er of Indian Medicine on any ground 
other Ilian that he is not possessed of the requisite medical 
qualifications or where any application by the said person 
lor restoration of his name to the Stale Register of Indian 
Medicine has been rejected, he may appeal in the prescribed 
manner and subject to such conditions, including conditions 
as to the payment of a fee, as may be pi escribed, to the 
Central Government whose decision, which shall be given 
after consulting the Central Council, shall be binding on 
the State Government and on the authorities concerned with 
the preparation of the State Register of Indian Medicine. 


Provisional registration for practice 


(28) If the course of study to be undergone for obtain¬ 
ing a recognised medical qualification in Indian Medicine 
include a period of training after a person has passed the 
qualifying examination and before such qualification is con- 
fcired on him, any such person shall, on application made 
h> him in this behalf, be granted provisional registration in 
a State Register of Indian Medicine by the Board concerned 
in order to enable him to practice Indian Medicine in an 
approved institution for the purpose of such training and 
for no other purpose for the period aforesaid.
